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Clearing the park: Stockstill to focus on open space, natural elements (Branson Tri-Lakes News)

When considering the future of Stockstill Park, Cindy Shook sees more time in the creek and less on the softball diamond 

As the city prepares to open the park, which experienced a pair of floods in the spring and remained closed throughout the summer, Shook, director of parks and 
recreation for the city of Branson, said emphasizing natural spaces made sense for Stockstill 

“We hear all the time of people calling us and wanting to have spaces for (soccer, football and ultimate Frisbee,) and unfortunately a lot of times our areas are full,” 
Shook said “We have teams that are practicing and there isn’t space available for more unorganized play So we’re really excited about this, and we think it’ll be a 
great opportunity here at Stockstill ” 

Starting in August, city crews began work on cleaning up Stockstill, removing one of the two playground sets and beginning work on seeding a pair of softball 
diamonds with grass Additionally, Shook said work has been done to open up space and emphasize the creek 

“Our biggest open areas are the soccer fields at the RecPlex,” Shook said “Those are great areas for people, but they’re used a lot We’re in soccer season right now, 
so it’s not always available for people to come out and do the things they want to do on it ” 

According to Shook, the city spent nearly $80,000 on repairs to Stockstill Park following April flooding only for the work to be undone by another flood in May 
Since 2002, Shook estimated repairs to Stockstill have totaled more than $600,000 

“All of our time has been spent on cleaning up the ballfields and the playgrounds,” Shook said “The next time it floods, we shouldn’t experience the damage we have 
had because we won’t have the same elements ” 

The city is also looking at replacing the playground and softball fields at Stockstill elsewhere in the community On Aug 22, the Branson Board of Aldermen 
approved a request to build a new, inclusive playground at the Branson RecPlex, which will be paid in part by a matching grant 

Branson is one of 12 communities in Missouri to be offered the grant and have been awarded $75,000 in matching funds, meaning the city would be responsible for 
the remaining $75,000 in addition to the $100,000 for the shipping, installation and matting surface 

“We’ve got some partners we’re reaching out to,” Shook said, mentioning a recent meeting with Generation Rescue “ We’re always looking for partnerships to 
further reduce the city’s costs of our portion of the grant; we’re trying to team with those folks and other folks as well ” 

The city has also met with the Federal Emergency Management Agency, FEMA, to discuss the future of Stockstill Park In July, Branson Mayor Karen Best said she 
met with the staff of U S Rep Billy Long on the potential of a FEMA buyout of an often-flooded portion of Stockstill 

“We’re weighing our options of what’s available to us,” Shook said “We discussed with them the option of mitigation or an alternate project, and we did discuss the 
buyout We’re looking for what the best opportunity is for us, and we don’t have any answers yet ” 

When speaking with the Branson Tri-Lakes News in June, Best said a buyout would still allow the city to use the sold portion of the park 

“We can still use it,” Best said “We can still have picnic tables on it, have soccer fields to practice on There are different ways we can still use it Us allowing FEMA 
to buy out the property doesn’t mean we’re saying ‘hey you take it, we don’t want it anymore ’ We still get access to the park, which — in my opinion — makes it a 
possible win-win ’” 

According to Shook, the city hopes to reopen Stockstill Park in early October 
“We’d like to say by probably Oct 6, maybe the following weekend,” Shook said

Many communities are still trying to recover 

A temporary, low water,crossing is just one of a few ways people in Ozark County managed to get around the two bridges that collasped during the spring floods 
Soon they'll have their regular routes open again 

Junior Evans says, "People just don't realize the force of this water and it's just who thought it would get like this? No! Oh, we're in trouble!" 

Nearby rivers swelled out or their banks The fast moving water tore out two major bridges and sent them sailing down stream 
"James is gone and Hammonds gone I say no I say you've got to be kidding me," says Evans 
He says he's never seen flooding like this before 

"I've seen it sloshing on that collar where you could actually see a little water coming up on that bridge That's the biggest it's been up there and it was just a mess," he 
explains 

Evans says his entire community was devastated 

"This is not good because we're going to have to be trying to find our way ah, I mean, we were pretty well stuck," he says 

Like so many others travel time around the region was greatly impacted Before the storm, Evans' commute to work was thirty minutes After the flooding washed out 
the bridges it jumped to two hours 

"Yeah I thought, man this ain't going to be good But I say, what do you do? It is what it is," he says 
He is just as surprised as anyone to see the progress the Missouri Department of Transportation has made 

"At first I thought they aren't going to have this done before winter We were hoping they would get it done so we could get across it during winter time so we 
wouldn't have to be doing all this back tracking," he says 

Repairs to the Hammond Bridge will cost just over $2 7 million MoDOT is pursing federal disaster money to pay for those repairs 

The bridge refered to as the James Bridge will cost more than $2 6 million to fix It was already set to be replaced before the spring flood The funds were accounted 

for in the state's budget 

Repairs for both projects can take years 

Instead, they will be open to traffic in mid-October Full completion of the projects are set for later this year depending on the weather 
"It's crazy They just got after it It takes a ton of work to do what they did Yeah I'm really impressed I'm not joking," says Evans 

Some have asked if these bridges are safe because they are being built so quickly The answer is yes According to MoDOT the same standard construction and design 
requirements were fulfilled as if they were any normal projects 

Bridging the North Fork in the dark (Ozark County Times) 

Repair work has started on the flood-damaged Warren Bridge over Bryant Creek, reports Ozark County Eastern Commissioner Gary Collins Speaking to the Times 
Monday, he could not say when the work will be completed and the bridge, which has been closed since the April 29-30 flood, will be reopened “There’s a lot of 
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work to be done and a lot of concrete to pour,” he said “We’re trying to put it back in shape so it won’t wash out again ” 

He added that he’s glad that the Missouri Department of Conservation, which has had an access point at the bridge on County Road 328 for many years, is allowing 
the county “to move some of those gravel bars” during the repair work 

The amount of damage done by the historic flood to county roads, bridges and low-water roadway slabs “has been devastating and mind-boggling,” Collins said 
While most roads and bridges are now passable, many are “not in good shape” and are on the county’s list to be repaired or replaced, he said 
But that work has been stymied, at least temporarily, because “we’ve kind of gotten to a point we can’t do any more new projects after this week until we get some 
FEMA money,” said Ozark County Western District Commissioner Greg Donley “We’re still working on low-water crossings for now, but we’ll have to put a halt to 
that until we get some FEMA help ” 

After previous disasters, FEMA funds for road and bridge repairs have become available within three months of the incident, but Ozark County is now heading into its 
fifth month after the April 29-30 flood, and “we still haven’t heard from FEMA about what they can do,” said Ozark County Presiding Commissioner John Turner 
Meanwhile, the county has spent the money it budgeted for road and bridge projects 

“We’re confident FEMA will come through,” said Donley, “but we’re going to have to slow down a bit until we see some funds coming our way ” 

On the west side of the county, the most bothersome bridge outage is at Haskins Ford on County Road 863, which has been submerged and closed since the late- 
April flood Bull Shoals Lake, which backs up over the crossing, is dropping rapidly now, however, and Donley said he thinks the roadway will be visible in another 
week to 10 days, after the lake drops 4 more feet He won’t know until then what damage the crossing sustained or what work must be done, but he’s already planning 
to meet with the Corps of Engineers to talk about what the Corps will allow on the land it owns around the lake 

Donley said that the lake level needs to be at 663 feet above sea level for Haskins Ford to be exposed Monday’s lake level was 667 feet “People need to know we’re 
not going to be able to work on it until the Corps looks at it after the lake drops,” Donley said 

With the county funds that were available, Donley and Collins said, the road and bridge crews have been able to repair or replace low-water roadway slabs on only a 
few of the roads where crossings were damaged They know several other slabs also need repairs or replacement, and they were disappointed last week to get a letter 
from FEMA saying “until they got more funds they wouldn’t be funding anything else,” Turner said But President Trump signed legislation signed last week that 
included S15 billion in disaster aid, and while the commissioners know that recent hurricanes that devastated parts of Texas and Florida will probably be priorities, 
they’re hopeful some of those funds will come Ozark County’s way 
MoDOT bridge-deck pours 

Meanwhile, MoDOT engineer Audie Pulliam told the Times that the bridge decking on the PP Highway bridge over the North Fork of the White River (known locally 
as the James Bridge) and on CC Highway at Hammond Camp are being “poured” this week, weather permitting 

The process brings those two bridges one big step closer to their projected reopening in mid-October after being completely washed away by the April floods

Keep a Step Ahead of Natural Disasters (Emergency Management) 

First, be ready, have a kit, have a plan and stay in touch with in formation from authorities

(TNS) - Americans have mobilized and headed south to aid those hurt by Hurricanes Harvey and Irma as others begin planning to leave later for long-term recovery 
and rebuilding Amid this heightened awareness of disasters, officials say individuals and families can do a lot to make their own communities more resilient when 
trouble comes 

Locally, several programs can help individuals get started in their own preparedness efforts and in helping others Two of them in Independence have public events in 
the coming weeks 

"We emphasize community resilience," said Dante Gliniecki, the emergency preparedness manager for the city of Independence, Mo 
This is National Emergency Preparedness Month, and Gliniecki has two main thoughts 
First, be ready 

"Have a kit ready, have a plan, and stay in touch with information coming from authorities," he said That means having a "go kit" stored somewhere handy at home 
with a variety of basic items to get your family through a few days of an emergency 

Second, think about connecting with groups such the Red Cross, a church or local programs such as Community Emergency Response Training to be ready to help 

others when the need arises 

"It's one of the best things to do," Gliniecki said 

The city offers a free class on the third Saturday of the month on topics from weather to first aid This Saturday's topic is how to make a go kit It's from 10 am to 
noon at the Fire Station No 1,950N Spring St (the comer of Spring and U S 24) It's free 

You might not have to go somewhere with your go kit, but it gives you options even if you end up using it while riding out an emergency in your home, Gliniecki 
said, so make it portable, perhaps packing items into a backpack or duffel bag You'll want flashlights and batteries, a radio, nonperishable food, a first aid kit, 
medications, basic tools, important phone numbers and documents, a good coat and other items Don't forget water - a gallon per person per day - whether that goes 
in the kit itself or is stored nearby Also: Think about your pets' needs Have stuff in the car too 
More detailed kit lists are abundant online Try redcross org, preparemetrokc org and extension missouri edu 

Looking at preparedness more broadly, the city has for years had a Community Emergency Response Training program, training volunteers for such jobs as helping 
mn emergency shelters, assisting with search-and-rescue work, serving food and assessing damage The Independence team was sent to Oak Grove on the night of the 
tornado in March 

"CERT is our jack-of-all-trades," Gliniecki said 

Many in the program help mn the joint Independence/Jackson County emergency operations center, where officials monitor and respond to crises 
"We need lots of volunteers," Gl in iecki said 

CERT training is free, and it's coming up this month, a Friday and a Saturday two weekends in a row It's at 6 p m Sept 22 and 29, and from 8am to 5 p m Sept 23 
and 30 Call 816-325-7133 for more information or to sign up 

Gliniecki stressed the vital role volunteers play in disaster response Government agencies generally can't go on private property, so private groups - the Red Cross, 
church-based groups - fill a large gap and figure to be sending people to Texas, Florida and elsewhere for months to come 
"Almost every mainline religious organization has a disaster organization," Gliniecki said

Immediately after a natural disaster, it's normal to experience fear, anxiety, sadness or shock However, if these symptoms continue for weeks to months following the 
event, they may indicate a more serious psychological issue 

The disaster mental health problem by psychologists and psychiatrists is post-traumatic stress disorder, which can occur after frightening events that threaten one's 
own life and the lives for family and friends 

Following a disaster, people might This can contribute to , particularly as survivors attempt to cope with loss related to the disaster It's not easy to lose sentimental 
possessions or face economic uncertainties People facing these challenges can feel hopeless or in despair 

can increase following disasters, but usually only for individuals who already used tobacco, alcohol or drugs before the disaster In a of Hurricane Katrina survivors 

who had been displaced to Houston, Texas, approximately one-third reported increasing their tobacco, alcohol and marijuana use after the storm 

There's also evidence that in communities experiencing a disaster After Hurricane Katrina, found that, among women in Mississippi who were displaced from their

Disaster recovery 

While many disaster survivors show resilience, studies have shown mental and behavioral health issues cropping up 

Rebuilding can be a long process, with a series of ups and downs Survivors may bounce back after a few months, or they may experience ongoing stressors, such as 
financial issues or problems finding permanent housing Disaster anniversaries or other reminders - like a heavy rainstorm months after a hurricane - may also trigger 
reactions 

In addition, early disaster recovery efforts often focus on physical reconstruction Psychological recovery may end up on the back burner 

Individuals and organizations working to help disaster survivors need to remember that disasters can affect many aspects of survivors' lives As a result, several 

different community systems need to be working together as part of recovery efforts 

Researchers sometimes call the multi-agency disaster response and recovery network that is needed to help individuals cope with a disaster a A disaster system of care 
will include disaster groups like FEMA and Red Cross It agencies representing public health, mental health, schools, local government, social services, local 
businesses and workforce development, faith-based organizations and local media 

For example, combating domestic violence after a disaster will require among disaster organizations, domestic violence groups, law enforcement, local media and 
more Resources intended to help women and families experiencing domestic violence - such as legal aid or transportation assistance - should be included in disaster 
response programs 

Communities should also help disaster survivors get reconnected: to their friends and family, to new people in the community and to the place they may be 
temporarily staying while displaced may be the most important resources for individuals coping with disasters Community events, such as neighborhood dinners, 
might help foster connections can help bring together neighbors who are displaced and waiting to return home

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the community 

■ Rep Billy Long of Missouri voted no His district includes Joplin , which received $174 million in federal assistance within the first six months after the 2011 
tornado there 

■ Rep Sam Graves of Missouri voted no In 2011, following flooding along the Missouri River, Graves begged the White House for help 
“Due to multiple disasters and the scope of existing and expected damage, we truly believe federal assistance is needed,” he wrote 
Reps Vicky Hartzler and Blaine Luetkemeyer, both of Missouri, signed Graves’ letter Both voted no last week

HANNIBAL - Disaster Relief participants are taught to “be flexible ” 

The mantra was practiced in training September 8-9 at Calvary Baptist in Hannibal when there were ample reasons to cancel the training 

To wit: The training fell between Hurricanes Harvey and Irma, and between state disaster relief directors Four regular session leaders were deployed or returning 
from Hurricane Harvey relief in Texas A fifth was cross training in another facet of Disaster Relief Acting state director Tamara Parry attended a funeral 
Yet, the training continued 

“This is disaster relief You have to be ready to fill in You need to be ready to accomplish for that moment and for that day what God wants,” said Joe Banderman, 
who coordinates college student logistics support in Disaster Relief 

“Tamara could do this better, but we’re doing what we can do It’s a ‘yes-we-can-what-can-I-do’ attitude People who were not part of Disaster Relief were doing 
what they could do ” 

Banderman said using fill-in session trainers is typical of what participants are taught Few disasters are ever textbook in relief operation 

Canceling the training was discussed, but soon nixed One reason training continued was due to a large number of first timers among the 130 attending With trainers, 
the number attending was about 145 

Banderman’s wife downloaded participant photos so Parry could make badges before she left for relief deployment Several collegians took time off classes to 
respond also - after the Hannibal training 

Clay Hayden is a Hannibal school teacher He will respond on a call-out to help in flood recovery in Texas 

“This is my third training We’ve been told they don’t need chainsaw teams (as other states are sending those), so I’ll do mud out Having a student teacher will allow 
me to get on the mission field I say ‘Here am I Lord, send me ’” 

The MBC’s Cathie Kirkweg, who brought previous disaster experience, left the day after the training with Parry Kirkweg had responded to help after Katrina in 2005 
in Louisiana 

“I trained (in Hannibal) for incident management, shower and mud out I didn’t realize that some of the training is what I do in the Baptist Building administration 
Wes Hammond (who taught incident management) said ‘there are a lot of places where you can use your specific gifts 
“Disaster Relief is a great ministry to present the gospel and meet needs,” she said 

Ken Kroencke, a member of Emmanuel Baptist in Hannibal was another first timer with previous disaster work experience in Baton Rouge last year to help in flood 
recovery (mud out) and helping rebuild a church 

“I’m training in chainsaw, mudout, and shower I’m semi retired and I want to be able to help people,” Kroencke said, adding he’ll be deployed to Texas in October 
A new northeast Missouri shower trailer was displayed at the training, a joint partnership between Bethel Association, Mt Salem/Wyaconda Southern Baptist 
Association, and the Missouri Baptist Convention

The area was not as affected by Harvey as communities closer to the coast along the Gulf of Mexico, but his area is being used to shelter evacuees until they can move 
back into their home communities 

Mobile feeding and cleanup kits were making it into areas that had been cut off because of water over roads 

As of last Wednesday, Griffith said the Red Cross had 32,000 people housed in 194 shelters in Texas and Louisiana Supplies had been distributed to more than 
90,000 people, and more than 850,000 meals and snacks had been served with 16 mobile kitchens — each one capable of serving 10,000 meals a day 
More than 200 emergency response vehicles were in Texas and Louisiana, and more were headed that way, plus vehicles bound for Florida 

While shelter operations probably won't last until Thanksgiving or December, he said case work, counseling and support of other partner agencies would last at least 
that long "It's going to be ongoing for a while," he said of the response to Harvey 

He added after Hurricane Katrina, it took three or four years for affected communities to have some semblance of normalcy 

In terms of how people can help, he said financial support would continue to be critical, for continuing Harvey relief and for what Irma brings 

While he said the agency is trying to be respectful and avoid "donor fatigue," he added "we're talking about people's lives" in the here and now 

One-on-one partnerships like a church in one community adopting another can work well for gathering and delivering material donations, but he said the best thing the 
general public can do is have a yard or garage sale, sell the items locally and then donate the proceeds 

"We just don't have the capacity to collect all that, transport it and warehouse it down here," he said He added one warehouse in San Antonio was already completely 
full of clothes "The best thing to do would be to write a check "

Blomenkamp says Hurricane Harvey marked the first time all of the task forces deployed at least some personnel in advance of a disaster The Missouri outfit sent 47 
people, which is known as a Type 3 team, to assist with efforts during Harvey 

That team only returned to its Columbia base in the past week Blomenkamp says some of its members have been re-rostered and are ready to be deployed to Florida

“Missouri is close to being deployed if they would need more task forces It doesn’t mean that we’re going anywhere We have not received activation orders We’ve

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I write to ask for serious consideration of revisions to the Empowerment Scholarship Accounts (ESA) legislation that will ensure the fair participation of private 
school children with disabilities and thereby enable the Missouri Catholic Conference (MCC) and other private and religious school organizations to better 
mobilize support for this proposal in 2018.

First, the MCC greatly appreciates the effort to offer parents with special needs children greater choice in their children's education. My wife is an early 
childhood special education teacher so I am well aware of the enormous challenges faced in this field. That is why giving parents options to choose a special 
education program that best fits the needs of their special needs child is so important. 

My primary concern is that the bill, as written, only allows scholarships initially to be given to public school children. This violates the basic principle of allowing 
all parents choices in their children's education, which I know each of you support. To ask private school families to transfer their child into the public school and 
then transfer back to the private school before being eligible for an ESA is impractical and discriminatory. 

I suggest revisions to Section 166.700 (8) in which a "Qualified student" is defined. (See page 35 of the bill.) The problem is in subparagraph "a" of (8)(b) which 
states: "Attended a public school as a full-time student for at least one semester from the previous twelve months and who transferred from a public school 
under a contract to participate in the Missouri empowerment scholarship accounts program." The most efficient way to address this discrimination is to simply 
delete all of subdivision (8)(b). 

It would also be prudent to add affirmative language that explicitly ensures the participation of special needs children currently attending private or religious 
schools. This would be helpful because private school children with disabilities are treated differently from public school children with disabilities in the federal 
Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA). (See the two documents from the U S. Office of Special Education and Rehabilitative Services: 

OSEP Memorandum: "Obligations of States and local educational agencies to parentally-placed private school children with disabilities" and OSEP Questions and 
Answers on Serving Children with Disabilities Placed by Their Parents in Private Schools .) 

Here are the differences in how IDEA addresses public and private school children with disabilities: 

• All children are supposed to be treated equitably in regards to the "Child Find" local districts conduct. Local school districts must identify, locate and 
evaluate children with disabilities attending public and private schools in their area of jurisdiction (20 U.S.C. 1412 (a) (3)). 

• However, only public school children with disabilities are entitled to IDEA services. Once diagnosed with an IDEA disability, the district prepares an 
Individual Education Plan (IEP) and provides the services outlined in the IEP. 

• Private school children, on the other hand, are not entitled to IDEA services, even if they have an IDEA disability. Instead, the federal law requires that a 
"proportionate share" of the district's IDEA grant be allocated for services to private school children with disabilities. In consultation with private school 
officials, the district decides which of these children will receive services. In some instances all receive services, but this is not always the case, especially if 
the district's IDEA allocation is small. 

The different treatment of public and private school students under IDEA has presented challenges for us in dealing with DESE. For purposes of this bill, I would 
suggest we make it very clear to DESE that all students with disabilities, regardless of where they attend school, will be eligible for an ESA. 

I realize there is a need to keep the fiscal costs modest. However, this is already achieved by capping the tax credit at $25 million. If funds are insufficient, a 
scholarship organization could select students on a first come, first serve basis or use some other criteria for awarding scholarships. 

I appreciate your consideration of these suggested changes. These revisions will make the bill more marketable to our Catholic school families. I suspect the 
same will be true for other private and religious school organizations.

Federal appeals court blocks order to license abortion 
clinics

The fight over how to license abortion clinics in Missouri took a new twist Friday when the Eighth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals blocked enforcement of a lower court’s 
order, adding uncertainty to the renewal of abortion services in Columbia and two other cities. 

The court issued a temporary stay of U.S. District Judge Howard Sachs’ April order barring the state from enforcing regulations requiring physician privileges and setting 
physical facility standards for abortion clinics licensed as ambulatory surgical centers. Sachs, in his order, agreed with Planned Parenthood’s attorneys that it would 
prevail when all the arguments were finished because the U.S. Supreme Court in 2016 struck down similar laws from Texas. 

The one-sentence order, from the entire court, followed a decision Tuesday vacating an earlier order of a three-judge panel of the appeals court denying a request to 
stay Sachs’ ruling. 

Planned Parenthood Great Plains has applied for and received a license to offer abortion services in Kansas City and intends to begin next week. An application to 
resume abortions at the Columbia clinic on Providence Road was expected at any time. 

Planned Parenthood of the St. Louis Region and Southwest Missouri is seeking licenses to provide abortions in Springfield and Joplin. Before the issuance of the Kansas 
City license, the Planned Parenthood facility in St. Louis was the only place in Missouri to obtain an elective abortion. 

The Department of Health and Senior Services licenses abortion facilities. Spokeswoman Sara O’Connor did not respond immediately to a request for comment. 

“I think what this means is that Columbia, Joplin and Springfield probably will not be licensed by the department,” said Sam Lee, director of Campaign Life Missouri. 

On April 19, Sachs issued an injunction against the Missouri laws that mirrored those of Texas. On May 2, Sachs issued an order saying he “expects current and future 
licensing applications to be processed promptly, in light of patient needs, and without effective influence from opponents of abortion.” 

Planned Parenthood Great Plains spokeswoman Bonyen Lee-Gilmore did not respond immediately to a request for comment. 
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Missouri Right to Life was quick to claim a victory in the ruling. 

“The court voided the order denying the stay of the injunction of the enforcement of Missouri’s regulations, which means the regulations will remain in place and enforced 
while the appeal is pending!” the anti-abortion group stated in a email to supporters Friday.

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Court order puts into question expanded abortion services in 
Missouri

The full 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals issued a one-sentence temporary 
stay Friday blocking enforcement of a lower court ruling requiring the state 
to issue licenses to abortion clinics in more Missouri cities. 

In April, U.S. District Judge Howard Sachs barred the state from enforcing 
new abortion regulations involving physician privileges and physical 
requirements for abortion clinics. 

He cited a 2016 U.S. Supreme Court decision striking down similar 
regulations in Texas . 

After that ruling, Planned Parenthood groups applied for licenses to provide 
abortions in Kansas City, Columbia, Springfield and Joplin. A St. Louis clinic 
already offers abortion services. 

The court's action puts into question abortion services planned for 
Columbia, Joplin and Springfield. Planned Parenthood Great Plains said it 
still planned to offer abortion services in Kansas City starting Monday 
because of a prior settlement agreement between it and the state. 

"I applaud the Eigh h Circuit’s decision," said Missouri Attorney General 
Josh Hawley, a Republican, who has led the effort against Planned 
Paren hood's original November lawsuit. "The health and safety of Missouri 
women will now be protected while the court considers the merit of our 
appeal."
